Election/Restrictions

a pocket and the bezel including a second portion of the pocket. 

Group II, claim(s) 25-35 and claims 67-74, drawn to a microphone system comprising a 
mirror assembly or a windshield accessory module, a microphone, an acoustic cover comprising 
an outer air flow limiting layer and an inner air flow limiting layer, and an acoustic barrier. 

Group III, claim(s) 36-53, drawn to an interior rearview mirror system comprising an 
interior review mirror assembly, at least one microphone, and an acoustic cover comprising a 
diffuser material and an air flow limiting material, where the diffusing material is configured to 
substantially diffuse air flow that penetrates the air flow limiting material. 

Group IV, claim(s) 54-66, drawn to an interior review mirror system comprising a 
microphone system which comprises a directional microphone, a diffuser and an acoustic barrier 
positioned between the inlet ports of the directional microphone, wherein the diffuser is 
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positioned at both sides of the acoustic barrier 
flow at both sides of the acoustic barrier. 
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over the respective inlet ports to diffuse air 



2. The inventions listed as Groups I, II, III and IV do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons:

III drawn to an interior rearview mirror system comprising an interior review mirror assembly, a 
microphone, and an acoustic cover comprising a diffuser material and an air flow limiting 
material, where the diffusing material is configured to substantially diffuse air flow that 
penetrates the air flow limiting material; and Group IV drawn to an interior review mirror system 
comprising a microphone system which comprises a directional microphone, a diffuser and an 
acoustic barrier positioned between the inlet ports of the directional microphone.
